Korean soldiers attacked a body 
of the invaders on Friday last; the 4th 
instant, and succeeded in killing thirty 
of them. It is reported that ns tho re- 
sult of a collision between Russian and 
Korean soldiers .at Kang Ge the Rus- 
sians were driven beyond tho Yalu riv- 
er. 


TOKIO. March 7.—It is believed that

The premier added that he was aware 
that the Russian plenipotentiary at the 
west African.conference held at Berlin 
in December, 1884, in relation, to the neu- 
tralization of the Congo, declared Rus- 
sia never would accept an interpretation 
that coal should be considered by iuter- 
naticnal law as contraband of war and 
that his government 
would refuse to 


consent to recognize coal as contraband 
either in relation to the Congo or any 
other district whatever. In view of this 
Mr. Bolfour concluded, the British gov- 
ernment was taking steps to obtain 
more precise information in regard to 
the interpretation of the Russian declar- 
ation respecting contraband of war.

SEEK NEW PLACES TO BUY. . 


NEW YORK, March 7—Having prac- 


tically abandoned efforts to ship sup- 
plies of foodstuffs from the Pacific coast 
to the far east on account of the nlert- 
ness of the Japanese it is reported that 
Russian agents ure now seeking to pur- 
chase stores through London and New 
York for shipment to Baltic ports. Rates 
to the latter arc extremely low at pres- 
ent, favoring such an operation.

CHINA GIVES CONSENT. 


WASHINGTON, March 7—The Chi- 


nese government lias granted the appli- 
cation of the state department for exe-. 
quators for Messrs. Cheshire and David- 
son as United States consuls at Mukden 
and Antung respectively. These officers 
tire now at sea on their way to the east 
and they should reach Shanghai about 
he end of the lirst week in April. At 
thw point they will wait for further in- 
t/riictions from the state department be- 
orc proceeding to their posts. Antung 
s reported to bo garrisoned by a Rus- 
iian force and Mukden is believed to be 
,hc Rusiaii headquarters in Manchuria. 
In this situation the state rcpartment 
Iocs not care to force matters by forc- 
ng its consuls upon Russia. Besides it 
s pointed out that there is at present 
10 trade relations, between Mukden and 
\ntung on the one hand and the Unit- 
id States on tho other; that there is.no 
•cal necessity for'thc presence of Amer- 
_can consuls at those places just now. 
Messrs. Cheshire and Davidson, will tar- 
ry, at Shanghai, for a time awaiting the 
developments of the campaign.

LONDON, March 7.—A dispatch to 


the Central News from St. Petersburg 
nays telegrams received from Vladivo- 
stok say that seven Japanese ships ap- 
proached that port at ten o'clock this 
morning, entered Usuri Bay about noon 
and after sonic maneuvering steamed 
out seaward. 


POUT ARTHUR, March 7.—There is 


no change in the situation here. The 
weather in fine. 


TO.KIO, March 7,—The construction 


of the railroad from. Seoiil to Ping Yang 
will be commenced on March 10 and the 
line will be completed by September. 


TOKIO, March 7.—A number of troph- 


ies from the Kussian cruiser Taring, in- 
cluding one gun, have reached the navy 
department and have been forwarded to 
the Japanese imperial court. The crown 
prince will accompany the emperor when 
the court removes from ToUio after the 
adjournment of the diet. 


TOKIO, March 7.—The Japanese cabi- 


net will meet tomorrow to finally con- 
sider the program of financial legislation 
made necessary by the war, which is to 
be submitted to the special session of 
the diet. It is understood that it has 
been decided not to introduce legislation 
affecting the tobacco monopoly. 


SEOUL, March 7.—The Russian sol- 


diers operating in the vicinity of'Anjua 
lire committing all manner of excesses, 
maltreating the native women and per- 
petrating robbery upon every opportun- 
ity. Korean soldiers attacked a body 
of the invaders on Friday last, the 4th 
instant, and succeeded in killing thirty 
of them. It is reported that as the re- 
sult of n collision between Russian and 
Korean soldiers .at Kang Ge the Rus- 
sians were driven beyond the Yalu riv- 
er. 


TOKIO, March 7.—It is believed that 


the Russian Vladivostok squadron is 
now in the vicinity of the mouth of the 
Tiimcn river, engaged in covering the 
movement of troops from Possict bay 
to the valley of Tuman. 


Russian scouts are reliably reported 


to have penetrated south as far as 
Kiung Sung. The earlier Russian move 
vnent into northeastern Korea was re- 
garded as a diversion, but it. now ap- 
pears that a considerable force partici- 
pated. It is thought that the Russians 
intend to occupy and fortify some strong 
position on the Tuinen river. Reports 
regarding Russian movements in north 
western Korea arc meagre and unrelia- 
ble. The force north of the Yalu is be 
ing increased but it is doubted if any 
considerable number of Russians have 
crossed the river. 


JAPS .BOMBARD VLADIVOSTOK. 
VLADIVOSTOK, March 7.—A fleet of 


five Japanese battleships and two crui- 
sers appeared off this place at 1:25 
o'clock yesterday afternoon nnd bom 
bardfrt the town and shore batteries for 
forty-live minutes. 


They directed their fire against the 


shore'batteries and the town, but no 
damage resu'fed, as most of the 200 
shells fa-led to burst. 


The Russian batteries, command**! by 


On*. Veronetz «nd Artunionoff, did not 
reply, awaiting a closer approach of tlie 
enemy. 


The attack resulted in no damage to 


the Russians, but cost the eiieiuy 200,- 
000 rubles (iJtOO.OOO)

Outside of killing a woman and 


wounding a few men yesterday's bom- 
bardment of Vladivostok by the Japan- 
ese fleet did no material damngc. The 
wooden cottage of an .artisan was the 
only building wholly destroyed. It was 
aierced by a shell from a twelve inch 
gun, which after traversing the roof and 
wall, fell in-the yard, killing the woman 
previously referred to. 


SHELL DOES NO DAMAGE. 


In t lie quarter of the city called the 


'•Dirty Corner," a shell fell on the house 
of Colonel Sukoff without exploding. It 
traversed a bed room, destroying a 
stove, and penetrated a wall. It finally 
burst near » regimental safe, which was! 
standing in the court yard. A sentry 
guarding the safe was covered with mud 
but was not injured. Evidently fearing 
an outbreak of fire the sentry shouted: 
'Help, save the regimental colors," 
which were in the house. These ulti- 
mately were brought put by the colon- 
el's wife and the soldiers.. 


Five sailors were slightly wounded by 


the explosion of a shell in the court 
yard of the Siberian naval barracks. 


Outside of these casualties no one was 


killed or injured and there was 110 out- 
break of fire anywhere in the city. The 
fact that the Russian batteries did not 
reply to the Japanese bombardment was 
due partially to the slight chance of 
liitting the enemyfs warships at such a 
long range and partially to a desire not 
to betray 'the position of this batteries. 
It is now thought that the attacking, 
squadron consisted of a battleship, four 
armored cruisers and two unprotected 
cruisers.

ST. PETERSBURG, March 7.—Al- 


ihougli the prevailing opinion: in • mili-

x>mbardment of Vladivostok was for 
the purpose of locating the guns of the 
Russian batteries and to ascertain 
whether the Russian squadron was in 
sort some shrewd observers believe it 
indicated a move by land and sea against 
the city.

for political effect on the Japanese diet. 


It is considered here especially unfor-

The Japanese, 
fleet has iiot been sighted from Port 
Arthur for over.a.week and possibly is 
trying to lure the Russians outside. " 


RUSSIA CHANGES HER MIND. 
LONDON, March 7.—Answering 
a 


question in the house of commons, today, 
Premier Biilfoitr said the government 
considered that Russia's declaration that 
she proposed to treat coal as contraband 
of war was of the greatest importance. 
The premier added that he was aware 
that the Russian plenipotentiary at the 
west African. conference held at Berlin 
in December, 1884, in relation,to the neu- 
tralization of the Congo, declared Rus- 
sia never would accept an interpretation 
that coal should bo considered by inter- 
national law as contraband of war and 
that his government would refuse to 
consent to recognize coal as contraband 
either in relation to the Congo or any 
other district whatever. In view of this 
Mr. Balfour concluded, the British gov- 
ernment was taking steps to obtain 
more precise information in regard to 
the interpretation of the Russian, declar- 
ation respecting contraband of war. 


SEEK NEW PLACES TO BUY. , 


NEW YORK, March 7.—Having prac- 


tically abandoned efforts to ship sup- 
plies of foodstuffs from the Pacific coast 
to the far cast on account of.vthe-alert- 
ness of the Japanese it is reported that 
Russian agents are now seeking to pur- 
chase stores through London and New 
York for shipment to Baltic ports. Rates 
to the latter arc extremely low at pros 
cnt, favoring such an operation. Redi 
Alaskan salmon of which there is a con- 
siderable stock in London and on the 
way there is said to be chiefly wanted. 
The bulk of this is controlled by the 
Alaska Packers' association. 


BETTER OUTLOOK FOR PEACE. 
LONDON, March ".—The foreign office

United States which have been Supplying 
extensive equipments to Russia, are re- 
ceiving'reports from'their agents'in Kus-, 
sia and the far east giving the extent 
of the war operations and referring to 
the probable effect upon business.

One of these reports from an Ameri- 


can railroad official at St. Petersburg, 
having intimate government connections 
says it is the purpose to restrict Rus- 
sia's military foices for the present to 
five divisions, three from Siberia • and 
two from Western Russia, each- divif!-* 
ion to number between 25,000 and 30,000 
men. 
Owing to this being such a small 


percentage of the total active forces it 
is believed that -the restriction results 
from inadequacy of the 
trans-Siberian 


railroad to carry more men to the scene 
of the operations. 


Concerning the effect of the war the 


railroad representatives are strongly in- 
clined to the belief that American inter- 
ests will be subserved by Russian' suck 
cess. They point out /that Russia gave'; 
a single order for^ $25,000,000 of Ameri- 
can railroad supplies and assert that 
Russian succ-ess promises a continuance 
and an extension of "the demand for .Am- 
erican supplies whereas Oapan has not 
drawn largely on American railroad 
equipment. 


The head of one of the largest railroad 


concerns in America now here says he 
believes that the success of the Japanese 
would prove a serious detriment to Am- 
erican trade, particularly the railroad in- 
dustry which thus far has taken an im- 
portant part in the development of the 
far east. 
• 


•CHINA-GIVES CONSENT. 


WASHINGTON, March 7.—The Chi- 


nese government lias granted the appli- 
cation of the state department for exe-, 
quators for Messrs. Cheshire and David- 
son as United States consuls at Mukden 
and Antiing respectively. These officers 
are now at sea on their way to the east 
and they should reach Shanghai about 
the end of the first week in April. At 
this point they will wait lor further in- 
structions froaj the state department be- 
fore proceeding to their posts. Antuhg 
is reported to be garrisoned by a Rus- 
sian force and Mukden is believed to be 
the Rusian headquarters in Manchuria, 
[n this situation the state fepartment 
does not Care to force matters by forc- 
ing its consuls upon. Russia. Besides it 
is pointed out that there is at present 
no trade relations, between Mukden Ettd 
Antung on the one hand and the Unit- 
ed' States on the other; that there isjio 
real necessity for tlie presence of Amer- 
ican consuls at those places just now.. 
Messrs. Cheshire^ and Davidson, will tar- 
ry, at Shanghai for a time awaiting the 
developments of the campaign.

Deceased was born in Ireland, April 


16, 1803. In his native country he mar- 
ried and with his wife came to .America 
in..the year 1841, thence to Racine by 
boat, landing from one of the first 
steamers that touched here, coming in 
on a raft. 
•- 


He took up a section of government 


and in the town of Caledonia, endured 
all of the hardships incident to pioneer 
ife and cultivated a good farm. At 
;hat time there was no form of city or 
county government;,^ road, leading from 
lacine to Milwaukee had n^t been-open- 
ed, there were-plenty of Indians and 
wild animals in tlie forests. 


Mr. Cauley had the distinction of be- 


ing the first man who lifted a shovel full 
of dirt to open the Milwaukee highway, 
now known as the Milwaukee rond. In 
order to accomplish the biriMing of this 
ligbwny hundreds of trees were remov- 
ed. 
. 


LIVED A QUIET LIFE. 


The old gentleman was always a quiet 


nnd hard working man. attending to his 
farm duties, never seeking office or so- 
ciety to a great extent, but he could 
tell ma]jy interesting incidents in con- 
nection with the pioneer days. 0\ying 
to nge he took life easy the past ten 
years and awaited the end with patience 
and fortitude. 


Mr. Cauley was the father of a large 


family of boys and some girls. Two or 
three years ago he caused to be erected 
at 
the Catholic cemetery two monu- 


ments to mark the last resting place of 
himself and his firithful wife, stating 
that he preferred to hare the stones 
there before he died, for then he would 
be sure the last resting place of him- 
self and wife would be marked. 


HIS WIFE STILL LIVING. 


The home where Mr. Cauley has lived 


nearly all of his sixty years' life in the 
county is an unpretentious two story 
frame building and a daughter has car- 
ed for liimseli and wife in their last 
years. At the present time Mrs. Cauley, 
who is about 1)5 years old, is feeble and 
not expected to live long. 
, 


Mr. Cauley during the hundred and 


one years of his life was always known 
as an honest and hard working man, 
and in hia death the city loses a land- 
mark familiar for half a century. 


The funeral will take place tomorrow 


morning at 9 o'clock from the St. Pat- 
rick's church.

For a long time County Judge 
Heck has been making an effort,to get 
an accounting and it is understood that 
Learned came down and vaade some kind 
of a report, showing that he had expend- 
ed $1,000 of the estate for the little girl 
and that he had a mortgage for the bal- 
ance.

One mile west of Corliss last night, 


Arthur Longwell, a prominent farmer of 
Mt. Pleasant, met death on the rail. An 
east bound way freight train on. the 
southwestern, division of the Milwaukee 
railway, Conductor flainer and Engineer 
Hagedorn, struck and cut off both his 
legs, crushed his shoulder arid otherwise 
injured Mm so badly that he died. 


Mr. Longwell was employed on the 


farm of Samuel Baker, a few miles iveet 
of 
Corliss station. For a. number 
of 


days he had been about Coring and 
drinking quite lieavily. Last evening 
he started for home, walking on the 
railway track west. 


The way freight train came tearing 


down from the west. The engineer and 
his fireman saw a man on the track 
quite a distance ahead, sounded, the dan- 
ger signal and the roan started to step 
off to the south; but he slipped and fell 
across the rail. Brakes were put ort and 
every effort made to stop the train, but 
before it could be accomplished the pon- 
derous engine passed across the body. 


ALIVE WHEN FOUND. 


The fireman, engineer and others of 


the train crew .jumped oft the train, ran 
to the man, saw that he was still alive. 
They placed -him in a caboose and he 
was taken to Corliss station .with all 
possible speed. • Dr. Pehn was summon- 
ed, but when he arrived the man was 
dead.

Residents of Corliss at once recogaiz- 


ed the unfortunate as Arthur LoragweU 
who had only left the place « short time 
before.

"They transcend the bounds of com- 


mon 
logic. The 
position 
taken . by 


America since last June and the anti- 
Riwsinn newspaper campaign In the Un- 
ited States arc so inexplicable that the}' 
seem like a' nightmare. 
Since the be- 


ginning of its history America has in- 
spired the liveliest feelings of friendship 
nnd admiration among Russians and dip- 
lomatic 
nnd political 
expressions of 


these feelings have been continuous and 
constant. 


The Russian social 
circle here has 


ever been a veritable worshiper of the 
classic- land of liberty and the Ameri- 
cans have always heretofore.made Rus- 
sian friendship the corner stone of their 
foreign policy. Suddenly as if an evil 
spirit had broken loose Hie Americans 
despite their practical turn of mind be- 
gan to do everything to stimulate Jap- 
anese aggressiveness, and seem now to 
be anxiously awaiting Japanese victor- 
ies in Asia, where important American 
commercial interests are centered. As 
• matter of fact hostility between the 
United States and Russia would be as 
great a misfortune, as was the rivalry 
between France and Germany, in the 
nineteenth century. The duty of every 
right 
minded 
man. is to arrest 
the 


growth of this animosity. 
! 


"Russian diplomacy owes it to the 


Americans and to the whole civilized 
world to do its utmost. We .arc not 
colled upon to re-echo hostile sounds 
ct-mliig from beyond the Atlantic,, be- 
cause unfriendly seritiinehts do riot ex- 
ist among us. The latest advices' per- 
mit the belief that it will bc'mxteh eas- 
ier 'to remove the misunderstanding than 
the enemies of Russia may think." 


SEE CHANGE IN FEELING. 


The Xovoe Vremya says it does not 


know whether the Washington cabinet 
influences such incidents as the gift of 
$10,000 by Chas. R. Crane, of Chicago, to 
the young czarina's fund for Russian 
soldiers and sailors,- the 
pro-Russian 


Irish demonstration in New York and 
the quieter tone of the British press, 
but the paper believes it notes an im- 
portant change vi American official tac- 
tics, beginning with a disinclination to 
favor the Japanese cable project, follow- 
ed by the report of Secretary Hay's dis- 
satisfaction with the anti-Russian press 
campaign, which disposition was further 
proved by his not insisting on dispatch- 
ing United States consuls to Antung 
nnd JIukdcn at this time, which quite 
agrees with President Roosevelt's decis- 
ion to allow Mr. Morgan, (appointed U. 
S. consul at Port Dalny) to remain at 
home for the present, and not to send 
the battleship Kentucky to the scene of 
hostilities in the far east. The paper 
adds:

appropriation bill was taken up in the 
seriate today and the amendment of the 
committee on naval affairs appropriat- 
ing $260,000 for the establishment of a 
naval training station on Lake Michigan 
was the first feature of the bill to re- 
ceive attention. Mr. Quarles suggested 
an amendment providing for the appoint- 
ment by the president of a commission 
of three inen, 
none 
of whom shall 


come from a state touching take Michi- 
gan to select the most available site. 


The question aroused very general in- 


terest among senators from states bor- 
dering on the great lakes, those from the 
states touching iLake Michigan defending 
the provision and others wliose states 
border on other lakes opposing it. 


AMENDMENT OUT OF ORDER. 
Mr. Alger suggested as an amendment 


to Mr. Quarles amendment that 
the 


name of Lakes Erie and Huron be added 
to the list of lakes on which the sta- 
tion might be located and Mr. Nelson 
said that Lake Superior also should be 
added. 
The chair decided Mr. AlgerV 


amendment to be out of order, as it was 
an amendment in the third degree. 


Mr. Quarles spoke in supp'ort of his 


amendment, saying that the recommen- 
dation of Lake Michigan by the commit- 
tee .had been in. accordance, with 
the 


recommendation' of the naval board and 
one reason for this recommendation was 
found in. the .fact that Lake Michigan is 
wholly -within the United States while 
none of the other lakes are so situatedl 


Mr. ..Quarles criticised the old board 


for failing to definitely recommend a 
site and also for not recommending a 
price to be paid. 


Mr. Hopkins contended that the board 


had recommended Lake Bluff, 111., thirty- 
two miles from Chicago, hut that the 
names of other available sites had been 
mentioned because of the high price of 
land at Lake Bluff. He 'said that the 
secretary of the navy had accepted the 
recommendation as definite...

He also 'argued that' in addition to the 
cost of the land, $100,000 would be nec- 
essary to protect the site from the en- 
croachments of Lake Michigan. 


. "Lake Bluff" he went on "happens to 


be in the congressional district of Mr. 
Toss, chairman of the house committee 
oil naval affairs, and I can understand 
that the board might naturally be in- 
clined on this account 
to recommend 


this site, seeing that,he holds the purse 
strings ,of the navy. Hence we contend 
that the selection has not been based 
entirely on the merits of the case." 


Mr. Foraker said that the conclusion 


of the old naval board had been inex- 
plicable to him 'as the instructions from 
the secretary of the navy wore to con- 
sider a site on the great lakes regard- 
less of their geographical location. The 
board had laid down the principal that 
the station inust be "in the states of the 
middle west". 
This was contrary both; 


to the law and to the instructions of 
the secretary. He also complained o£ 
the action of the board in establishing 
Chicago as^n center of population saying 
that it was' in this way that Put-In-Bay 
has been shut out. This point, he said, 
ncedi no improvement as it has a good 
harbor now and one capable of accommo 
dating all the navy we will ever have 
on the lakes. He did not believe a har-

;he leaders hi congress arc in a panic 
over the demands made on behalf of the 
rural letter carriers. The whole ques- 
tion and its. possibilities lias been pre- 
sented to the committees of congress by 
a representative of the National Asso- 
ciation of Carriers, who came-here to 
urge a more liberal allowance for these 
employes. He insists that the proposi- 
:ion to put up the salary to a- flat rate 
of even $700 a year is unjust and should 


defeated. He makes a demand that 


the salaries bo fixed at 3600 for the first 
rear, $720 for the second year and $840- 
;he third year, and that carriers in the 
rural service be given two weeks' leave 
of absence each year with pay. 


This agent of the carriers informs con- 


fess that .lie represents 20,000 rural free 
leiivery carriers in all parts of the 
country, many of whom believe that, 
compared with the work of carriers in 
the cities, the rural men should have at 
east $1,200 a year. With a $20,000,000 
appropriation to be voted this year for 
the rural service, the leaders are won- 
dering where the business iafto end. It 
is pointed out by friends of Speaker 
Cannon that when rural free delivery 
was instituted and it wos; claimed that 
farmer boys with barns full of horses 
would be ready to do the work for $300 
a year, nnd be glad of the chancy the 
ivily Illinoisan,replied:. 
, 


"The demand for appointment as car- 


riers 'will be enormous, and it will be 
impossible to keep the Balaries down be- 
low those'of the city carriers." 


The leaders in congress are beginning 


to realize how full of meaning was that 
phophecy, and there is a-irenewal ia the 
department on the proposition of turn- 
ing the rural service into the contract 
system. 


WASHINGTON GOSSIP. 


Secretary Hay and Scnor Qttessula, the 


Cuban minister have signed a new trea- 
ty confirming Cuba, in the title .to the 
Isle of Pinea. To guard against a lapse 
in the .senate, as was the case with a 
previous convention, the treaty today 
will be purposely framed by the state 
department without the designation of 
any special period of time within which 
ratifications must . be exchanged. The 
new treaty will be sent immediately to 
the senate. • It also must go to Havana 
to be acted upon by the Cuban senate. 


The senate committee on foreign* re- 


lations agreed to report without amend- 
ment the treaty on relations with Cuba, 
the provisions of which include the Platt 
amendment.

The house committee on judiciary lina 


begun a series of hearings on the Dol- 
liver-Hepburn bill granting the states 
police jurisdiction; over "original pack- 
ages" of intoxicating liquors shipped 
from other states. E. C. Dinwiddie, leg- 
islative superintendent of the American 
Anti-Saloon League of Washington, was 
made manager of the advocates of the 
measure, and Representative Bartholdt 
of Missouri had charge of the opposition. 
^Representative Shirley based his oppo- 
sition to the bill on the ground that it 
gave state authority to absolutely pro- 
hibit interstate commerce.

What is a fair tariff schedule on* year 
may be an unfair tariff schedule in' three 
real e. I believe in adhering tq the prin- 
ipla of protection, but in adapting,the 
irinciplc from time to time,,-when the 
lublic interest demands' it, to' changed 
irade conditions. 


"It is my hope and belief that the Re- 


lublican national convention soon to be 
icM will in ita platform, while ndher- 
ng to the principle .and policy of pro- 
ection,. pledge itself to make such chan- 
gea in the tariff as will, adapt - it' to 
changed conditions, at the .same time 
lubjecting no industry, or. tho:-labor .cn- 
taged in it to unfair .competition from 
abroad. I shall do everything in jny 
rower to promote the adoption of 'such 


pledge."

Green is naturally a rest- 
ful color, and if the city could be provid- 
ed with long avenues and splendid parks, 
where one's eyes could stretch out in a 
long vista, it would be a great thing."

He did not criticise the addition-.; so far 
made to" the navy, nor carrying out the 
plans of the pending bill, but he could 
agree that there were to be no relaxa- 
tions. No country, he. sitid. ^vas chal- 
lenging us or questioning our position 
011 the Monroe doch-inc. Our rights 
were Seciiw, he contended, if we proper- 
ly preserved the rights of other nations. 
He did not believe that there was any 
danger, of war with Germany, but noth- 
ing was so likely to make, trouble with 
other powers as'an immense navy com- 
posed of many ambitious men. He 
claimed that ex-Secretary Boot, now 
held the .same views concerning tlie re- 
tention of the Philippines us- were main- 
tained by the IDemocriits. 


Mr. Martin, Democrat; a member of 


tlie committee on naval affairs, defend- 
ed the bill and culled attention to the 
fact that: no one had found fault with 
the increase of the navy as pi-onoscil by 
Hie bill. "We must

navy," ^-^ sftiJj" an'l ne instanced the rc- 
eenS;. expansion .of the .Lnited States a<* 
fnrnishing the reason for tliis necessity.

1 During the discussion' reference 'was 
nnulc to the common' interests 'of the 
United .States witTi japan and' England 
against Russia. Mr. Hale said tliat he 
did not -want that statement to.go un- 
challenged; that' the attitude oE the 
United States asserted and declared by 
our state department was one of abso- 
lute neutrality.
